In  October  1962 
we  rented  an  apartment  in  Dallas.  This  was  on  Elsbeth  and  then  on  Neeley. 

Jibe  then  went  to  New  Orleans  in  May  to  look  for  work.  In  the  last  part  of 
this  year  I went  to  New  Orleans.  At  the  end  of  September  about  the 
Sjfth  I came  back  to  Irving.
